FILIBUSTERING 


T he senate dem onstrated on the n ig h t of Ju n e 12-13. w hen it ex­ 
hausted the o n e-m a n filibuster of Huey Long against extension of th e 
NR a . th a t it could deal effectively w ith obstruction by a m inority of one 
senator. 
E arlier in th e session, however, it had been show n th a t the 
upper house of th e national legislature was powerless, under its present 
rules, to cope with a determ ined filibuster by as m any as h alf a dozen 


senators. 
S enator Long’s filibuster, conducted principally for th e purposes 
of personal publicity, failed to enlist th e sym pathy or support of m ore 
th a n one or two of his colleagues. 
He stood on his feet 15 ’•_> hours, but 
was finally compelled by exhaustion to retire from th e arena an d allow' 
th e NR A resolution to pass. 
W ith effective assistance from a few other 
MBRtors the outcom e of the filibuster m ight have been very different. 
L ong’s filibuster fell s h o rt by 2T> hours of the record established 
by the elder S enator La Follette in his 18-hour filibuster in 1906 against 
the A ldrich-V reeland currency bill. 
He appears, however, to have broken 
all other records for long-distance speaking in th e senate. 
S eptem ber 11, 1896. W illiam V incent Allen. N ebraska, talked for 14 
hours against a bill to repeal a silver purchase act. 
F eb ru ary 9. 1915, Wesley Jones. W ashington, talked for 13 hours 
and 55 m inutes against a shipping bill. 
J a n u a ry 16, 1891. C harles J. Faulkner. W est Virginia, talked for 
13 hours against the Lodge force bill. 
Septem ber 18-19, 1914, Theodore E. B urton, Ohio, talked for 12 
hours an d 10 m inutes against a river an d harbor bill. 
J a n u a ry 29-30, 1915. Reed Smoot, U tah, talked for 11 hours and 25 
m inutes against th e shipping bill. 
Some of these filibusters were successful: others failed. 
In all oi 
th e m th e principal m a ra th o n speakers h ad th e assistance of from 5 to 
15 of th eir colleagues. 
T his session’s only successful filibuster to date was th a t waged by 
half a dozen so u th ern D em ocrats against th e anti-ly n eh in g bill. 
T he 
filibuster lasted six days and eventually forced the shelving of the bill 


for the session. 


SEA-MINDED AGAIN 


For several years depression h as laid a heavy h a n d upon ocean 
xaffic. 
T h e g reat tra n s -a tla n tic liners lost heavily in passengers, an d 
nost of the older ones w ent to the sc rap -h ea p in consequence. 
About 
he only bright spot on the horizon was the great num ber of cruises, 
o the W est Indies an d elsewhere. 
Thus spring the business is notably 
•evlving. 
W hile th e coastal sailings are increasing ra th e r th a n dim inish- 
ng, the num ber of travelers to Europe is reaching som ething of its old 


proportions 
In spite of setbacks, the popularization of ocean travel h as been a 
'ontm uing process. 
Even as lately as a q u arte r of a century ago short 
rips across th e ocean and back, w ith only a few days or weeks ashore, 
verc com paratively infrequent. 
Probably the developm ent of the cabin 
h i p h as h ad a good deal to do with tem pting th e lan d sm an to seek rest 
m d recreation at sea. 
Spacious and com fortable quarters on practi- 
•ally all ships have m ade a trip to Europe no longer out of the ques- 
ion for those of modest mean.". 
T he great luxury liners will doubtless always have a place; new 
mes have been built in spite of th e depression. 
B ut first class was 
>nce not h alf so good as tourist class now is. and cabin class is for the 
nost part infinitely better th a n it once was.

THE MEDICINE CABINET 
“Recently three notices w ithin as 
m any weeks appeared in the new s­ 
papers detailing th e d eath s of chil­ 
dren whose curiosity led th em to 
swallow ‘hom e rem edies’ lodged in 
the so-called m edicine chest. 
And 
only yesterday the d eath notice of 
a fa th e r of six youngsters stated 
th a t ’in the dark he had taken 
poison by m istake, thinking it was 
the cough syrup bottle in his b a th ­ 
room 
m edicine 
cabinet.’ 
These 
tragic an d p re m a tu re fatalities e m ­ 
phasize th e dangers of accessibility 
a n d 
carelessness 
associated 
with 
th is legitim ate household adjunct, 
states Dr. E dith M acBride-D exter, 
S ta te Secretary of H ealth. 
"Needless 
to 
say, 
every 
hom e 
should be equipped to han d le the 
m ore com m on em ergencies by way 
of first-aid. 
However, th ere is a 
too general tendency to stock up 
on rem edies for all sorts oi 
a il­ 
m ents; n ot to m ention the h ab it of 
accum ulating the surplus fluids and 
pills th a t h av e been professionally 
prescribed. 
These practices tem p t 
m any 
to self-diagnosis a n d self- 
tre a tm e n t, w ith the consequent d e­ 
lay 
in 
seeking 
the 
physician’s 
advice. 
Serious illness 
an d even 
d e a th have unnecessarily resulted 
from th is attitude. 
"Moreover, the very presence of 
an a rm a m e n t of drugs, in num erous 
instances, has developed a drugging- 
complex—a very dangerous type of 
psycholQgv, indeed. Every physician 
has his share of people who enjoy 
being ill, and th u s h ab itu ally take 
concoctions 
an d 
swallow 
pellets 
w ith a gusto th a t would be h u m o r­ 
ous were i' not so pathetic. 
"But even w ith these possibilities 
absent, 
th e 
cabinet 
containing 
sugar 
coated 
pills and 
m edicinal 
liquids represents a potential d a n ­ 
ger if readily accessible to sm all 
children. 
Medicines should be so 
placed as to be* com pletely out of 
th eir reach. 
"A nd finally, a num ber of p re ­ 
m atu re funerals definiteley could be 
avoided if adults resorting to their 
m edicinal supplies will m ake certain 
th a t the liquid or pill they w ant to 
take is the one they actually sw al­ 
low. 
"T hus, while th e medicine cabi­ 
net as an indispensable em ergency 
chest 
is 
extrem ely 
valuable, 
e n ­ 
thusiasm for its use should be kept 
w ithin reasonable bounds: 
and if 
sm all children are in the home, the 
danger of r^adv access to it by them 
definitely should be rem oved.”
